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inward Preflure in the Phial being greater than the 
ambient Preffure in the Digefter, wherein were but 
Four-fifths of Water, the Cork, was thereby forced 
outward > and that the fmall Difference between the 
proportionate Quantity of Water and Air inthe'phial 
and in the Digefter, being only as Four- fifths' to Flve- 
fixths, was theReafon not only why the Bottle was 
not broken, but alfo of the Faintnefs of the Ex- 
plofion.

SIR, Spalding* Feb. 18. 1737-8. 

THE inclos'd is what I receiv'd this Day from 
a Gentleman who lives on the Spot, and what 
you in yours fo much defir'd. The Reafon of the 
Child's being able to abide fo long under Water is 
pretty evident: The Child, moft likely, was infirm, 
weak, and fickly, from the Time of her Birth, fo 
that the Foramen Ovale was not grown up. I re- 
member about three Years ago to have feen a Subjedt, 
ah old Woman 80 Years old, who had the Foramen 
Ovale fo large, that you might eafily thruft your mid- 
dle Finger through it > but (he was attended with the 
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above-mention'd Cif cumftance, that is, me never en- 
joy'd a Moment's Health in her Life. 

May 1 6. 1737. Rebecca Tates, of B'tllfon near 
Market-Bofworth in Leic eft er flair e, had a Daughter 
about three Years of Age, that fell into the Mill- 
dam at the Head, near to the Mill-wheel 5 and, by 
the Force of the Stream, was drawn under the Wa- 
ter to the faid Wheel, with her Legs forwards j one 
of her Legs went under the Mill-wheel, and by rea- 
fon of the Nearncfs of the Wheel to the Floor of its 
,Water-way, the Bulk of the Child's Leg flopped the 
faid Wheel from moving at all. The fudden flopping 
of the Mill fo much furprifed the Miller, that he went 
immediately, and let down the Shuttle; but finding 
it would not go quite down, he came up again into 
the Mill, and looked both above and below, to fee 
if he could not find out the Caufe j then went and 
drew up the Shuttle, and let it down again 5 but as the 
Gate would not fliut quite down, he could not as yet 
find out the Caufe of his Mill (landing (till,- for 
which Reafon he went backwards and forwards be- 
twixt the faid Shuttle and Mill-room, as nigh as he 
can gueis, Eight or Ten times, before he found out 
the Caufe j but at laft he drew the Shuttle quite up, 
by which means the Force of the Water drove the 
Child from under the Shuttle ; then he put the Shuttle 
quite down, and thereby difcover'd the Child with 
her Leg under 1 the Wheel, and lying upon her Face. 
The firft Word (he fpoke was, Help me, which fhe 
repeated three times ; the Miller left her Arm for 
fome other Perfon to hold her, whilft he endeavour'd 
to remove the Wheel, fo as to get out her Leg; 
and then fhe f*«H again, For God fake heip me o%t, if 
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yQU cam She $ofce v t ery briskly, after <(h.e was pm to 
Bed. But the Mill wheel jha4 tore Away all the Shij^, 
Mufcles, Sinews, W.d Tendon^ of hex Leg, quite to 
the Bone, and ftriot them down to her Hee] 5 be- 
sides, the Shuttlje was drawn up and let down upon 
tfec §m,aU of her -Bacjc feyeral times. Tjhe iChild iiyejd 
from Monday till Friday* and then died of jher 
Wounds and Bruifes s otherwifc, in all Appearance, 
fh.e might have lived to have made a fine Woman. 
Ths whole Jim? of her beiijg under Wafer (and that 
at the Depth of four feet and an half) was ^ear $f 
Minutes.

IV. The Cafe of Mr Cox, Surgeon at 

Peterborough, who fell into a Peftilential 
Fever, upon Tapping a Corpfe lately dead of 
an Hydropfy, drawn up by himfelf and 
read before the Peterborough Society, Sept. 
1. 1736. communicated to the Royal So- 
ciety by the Rev d Mr. Tim. Kevc, Sec, 
Soc. Petroburg. 

AN elderly Gentlewoman, labouring of aDropfy 
about 12 Months, underwent the Operation 
of Tapping four feveral times, by which 3 5 Quarts 
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
